Help is needed in 
many areas. from secretarial duties 
to people interested in law, he told 
his listeners. 

One educational project that could be 
included in the school system. he said 
was testing water in the town. The 
students could test water. at various 
places. to pinpoint the sources of pol 
Jution. 

When you drive through Wilming: 
ton, is it a place where you would like 
to stop and visit?” was a question he 
asked. for visual testing. one of the 
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tools necessary for a Conservation 
Commission. 

He said that it would take a lot of 
watch-dogging” to identify the sour- 
ces of pollution. and felt that the com: 
mission should strive to make the 
people of the community aware of 
what Conservationists are. The goal 
of a conservation committee. as he 
defined it. is to keep a town liveable 
and enjovable 

Wilmington. he said. is ahead of 
other communites. because they are 
already at work in the areas recom- 
mended.

Drum & Bugle Corps will 
Compete July 10 


‘The Wilmington High School Field is 
to be the scene of the 6th annual com- 
petition of the Drum & Bugle Corps of 
the Eastern Massachusetts Drum & 
Bugle Corps Circuit, hosted by the 
Wilmington Youth Crusaders and the 
Wilmington Swordsmen. The compe- 
tition is scheduled to begin at 6:30 pm: 

Approximately 1500 young people will 
be taking part in ‘Muic's Competitive 
Sport’ under the floodlights. 

A Drum Corps contest in not an or- 
dinary music concert. It is truly a 
battle of skills. on drums, bugles. 
and in intricate maneuvering. 

The show that the audience sees in 
such a contest lasts from five to thir- 
teen minutes per corps, depending on 
their class. For such a relatively 
short performance the youngsters 
have devolted about eight hours of 
practice average. per week, since last 
fall, not only in learning their routine, 
but in perfecting it to the finest detail 

Each corps, stepping off at the start- 
ing line, is conscious of its own mis- 
takes, and is gambling that the judges 
will miss them. But trained judges 
seldom do. 

In addition to obvious errors of the 
wrong steps, or wrong notes, the 
corps are judged on the difficulty of 


ITISSTILL LEGAL TO 
BURN TRASH IN WILMINGTON 


A new law, effective July 1, makes 
it illegal to burn trash, and other 
rubbish, in most of the 102 commun- 
ities of the Metropolitan District 
Area of Boston. The law is not ap- 
plicable to Wilmington. in so far as 
the burning of smail amounts of ma- 
terials by home owners is concerned 

It does apply to other applications. 
Developers, for instance. may not 
burn trees or other wood, using tires 
as a ‘base’, nor may there be any 
fires of a commercial trash burning 
nature 

Wilmington is exempt for year be- 
cause there is no municipal rubbish 
collection. The town does have a pri- 
vate commercial rubbish collector 
who charges only $18 a year. but this 
is not recognized. by the new law.

Many of the higher ranking drum 
corps. in Class B & Al. often utilize 
trained music men as their instruc- 
tors. Class C corps often utilize 
playing members from the ‘A’ corps 
as their instructors in a training class 
because Class C is a training class 

At the present time the Swordsmen 
of Wilmington. a ‘class C" corps, has 
its instruction from members of the 
Crusaders, who have had a minimum 
of five years of training, 

‘A dram corps is no place for sissies. 


If a boy or a gir! is not willing to work 
and concentrate, be criticized. take 
correction, stay on good behavior and 
tolerate each other's faults - if they 
like to be pampered. they have no 
place in a drum corps. 

Of course people who work so hard 
together also their fun toge- 
ther. even more. Travylling almost 
as a family during the season. they 
develop a bond much like that of a 
fraternity. 

Being in a drum corps is a tough 
life for a youngster. It is meant to 
be. If a youngster can take all the hard 
work and reap the benefits of the 
competition, he will be better pre- 
pared, as an adult, to take life's dis- 
appointments and hurts. He will find 
that he can tolerate the mistakes of 
others more easily, and will be able 
to give credit where credit is de- 
served. Learning to appreciate other 

Je. the youngster finds his own 
ife is richer and fuller. 

For the adults - drum corps mean 
better. people in tomorrow's world. 
For the kids - they just love it! 

The July 10 contests will be a good 
example of this. Those who attend 
will feet a lot better when they leave.

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‘Asa’s Old 


Blacksmith Shop 


To people of Wilmington under forty 
years of age there is no memory of 
the old blacksmith shop that stood for 
ove 100 years at the corner of Lowell 
and Woburn Streets - but to those of 
Wilmington who are at the half-cen- 
tury mark, or older there may be some 
fond memories. 

It was always a broken down place, 
in the memory of Wilmington’s older 
residents, something like the build- 
ings in the Al Capp cartoons. But it 
was quite an institution 

It was, to the farmers and gentry of 
Wilmington, a very necessary piace 
of business, to which they periodi- 
cally took their horses, for new shoes. 

The blacksmith would take down a 
horseshoe. from his rack. try it for 
size, then heat it up in his forge to 
make it fit exactly. After it had been 


hammered into shape it- would be - 


plunged into cold water, and then 
nailed to the horse's hoof 
It was quite a business, and a man 
had to wait until the blacksmith had 
finished his work, so - as in the mo- 
service stations, there were 
items for sale. with which to beguile 
away the customer's time. 
In a modern gas station the waiting 
can buy a Pepsi, or some such 
soft drink. So could he, in the old 
blacksmith shop on Woburn Street, 
for there was always cold ‘tonic’ in 
readiness. and plug tobacco. too. for 
those men who wanted that particular 
item. And for the children there was 
a supply of penny candy - for sale, of 
course. 


Tt is one of the more fond memories 
of the writer - the metal ‘tonic’ and 
‘plug tobacco’ signs in the shop, used 
not only to advertise the commodities 
that were for sale, but for the more 
important purpose of plugging up the 
holes in the side of the building thru 
which would come wind and rain. 

The blacksmith shop stood on pro- 
perty owned at the present time by 
Aveo, at the corner of Woburn and 
Lowell Streets. It was run for two 
generations by men named Perry. 
John W. Perry, and his son John S. 
Perry, The corner, naturally be- 
came Petry’s Corner. 

In spite of its decrepit appearance 
it was a place of glamour. and Life 
Magazine, about 1935, proposed to

write a story about the place. Pic- 
tures were taken, and two are being 
shown in this story, pictures that now 
belong to Lloyd Laffin of Veranda 
Ave.. whose father, Morris, was the 
last blacksmith to practice his art 
in the place. 

The shop was built by Asa G. Shel- 
don. who lived at what is now 604 
Woburn Street. and was one of the 
more prominent contractors in East- 
ern Massachusetts a century and a 
quarter ago. 

Asa wrote his life story, and called 
it ‘Wilmington Farmer’ ‘a book of 
more than average interest, which, 
unfortunately, to be fully understood 
requires a detailed knowledge of the 
town as it was in the 1800s. The book 
was recently reprinted by the Friends 
of the Wilmington Library, and copies 
are available in the Library 


Asa did a lot of contracting - built 
bridges. laid down railroads, etc, He 
worked on the old Boston & Lowell, 
the track that goes through Wilming- 
ton Square today, the Wilmington & 
Andover. which today is called the 
‘Wildcat Railroad’ for some reason

which has always eluded the writer 
and also on the Boston & Maine, the 
road that goes through North Wil- 
mington. He speaks in his book of 
being in a party that scouted out a 
road for the old Salem & Lowell road. 
too. 

In 1852 or thereabouts, Asa was one 
of three Commissioners appointed by 
the State Legislature to ascertain the 
place where the Baldwin Apple was 
first found. 

Many towns in eastern Massachu- 
setts, and even in New Hampshire 
were claiming to be the place where 
the apple originated, and printed 
tracts were appearing to substantiate 
those claims - some of which are still 
in existance. 

The Commission made a thorough 
study, and determined, once and for 
all, that the Baldwin Apple first grew 
on a Butters family farm, in South 
Wilmington. 

The book which Asa wrote did not 
allude to the fact that he was nearly 
broke, financially, in his old age, for 
such are the vicissitudes of life. 

He was probably living in the house 
now the home of Stanley Webber, on 
Main Street at that time, He had a 
horse name ‘Fremont’, which he used 
to ride, stiffly, for old age was hav- 
ing its effect 

‘The name Fremont may lead to some 
conclusions about Asa in his older 
days - and may not. 

Fremont was the name of an Army 
officer who had led exploring expe- 
ditions into the far West, in the 
1850's and who was, called ‘The 
Pathfinder™. In- the Civil War he 
served for ‘a couple of "years, with- 
out making any particular record 
for himself, and when he was relieved 
of active duty he became a politician. 
He was one of the many possible can- 
diates who were named as people to 
run against Abraham Lincoln, in 1864

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Nichols Street Sidewalks 


Almost every meeting of the Selectmen or the Planning 
Board brings up, in one way or another, the need for side- 
walks in Wilmington. More money can be spent than is 
available, for such is the ery for sidewalks, principally 
for the use of school children. 

Yet there are two streets in Wilmington in which the 
residents resist any ideas of sidewalks, for reasons of 
their own, one of these being the possible loss of land in 
front of the homes. One is Hopkins Street, and the other 
is Nichols Street. 

*The Nichols Street bridge has been completed, and, ac- 
cording to Rep. Fred F. Cain there is still about $97,000 
left in the account, which can be used on the approaches 
to that bridge - road or sidewalks. Town Manager Morris 
plans to put in sidewalks between the bridge and Shaw- 
sheen Avenue, but even after that is done there will be in 
the neighborhood of $50 or $60 thousand available to be 
used. If the money has not been ‘allocated’ by December 
31 it will automatically revert to the state treasury. 

It seems a pity, with sidewalk money so hard to come 
by, that this money is not to be used when the opportunity 
offers. 

True, there are problems, and true, people do not want 
to lose their front yards. Yet there is only one home on 
the entire street which really seems to have such a threat. 


In a year or two the Jackson Brothers will be submit- 
ting plans for a new housing development off Nichols St. 
which will add 76 homes to the area. 

With or without a sidewalk the street is doomed to be a 
much travelled way, with the new homes, and the two new 
schools - the Shawsheen School, and the Technical-Voca- 
tional School in Billerica. People from Tewksbury will 
be using Nichols Street to get to that school. They cannot 
be stopped. 

One of the difficulties is that no one can exactly pre- 
dict what the County Commissioners will demand, in road 
widths, and where the County Engineers will lay down the 
lines for the taking of land for those sidewalks. 

Wilmington has a past history of having the County En- 
gineers make surveys for road: widenings, and then hav- 
ing the surveys rejected by the town, and no one can blame 
the County Commissioners if they say that they will not 


authorize a survey without a certainty that the proposals 
to be made will be accepted. 

The County, in recent years, has asked for and got 60 
foot wide layouts. It is still possible, however, that a fifty 
foot wide layout can be had for Nichols Street. 

The bridge itself has a, 32 foot wide travelled way, and 
nine feet on each side for sidewalks, planting strips and 
curbstones. This totals 50 feet. 

If nothing is done to utilize the money now available, 
a time will come in the not too distant future when it will 
be realized that the sidewalks must go in. By that time 
the new homes will be built, and costs will be higher. 

As things now stand the residents of Nichols Street 
could get sidewalks without cost to themselves. Such will 
not be the case in the future, with the possiblity of Better- 
ments looming, which would have to be paid for. 

The residents of that street should appoint a small com- 
mittee, and visit the Town Manager and Town Engineer, 
or perhaps invite those gentlemen to one of their homes, 
to talk over the matter of sidewalks. Keep the Selectmen 
out - make it entirely non-political. 


It could be that a little quiet talking, on a man-to-man 
basis, could achieve the desired results - so why not try?

MOSQUITO SPRAYING 
IS FROM 7 TO 11 PM 


The Town of Wilmington Tree De- 
partment is spraying against mosqui- 
toes, daily, Monday thru Friday, from 
7 to ll pm. The spray is a ‘fog’ which 
is propelled from a gun mounted on a 
™% ton truck, starting this week. 

Depending on the weather, the entire 
town is ‘fogged’ for mosquitoes every 
seven to nine days. 

The material used is Malathion, a 
very low toxic, which is carried in a 
mixture of diesel oil The jet gun pro- 
pels the mixture for a distance of at 
least 30 feet, and with the right wind 
for a distance of several hundred feet. 
The Malation lasts only about a week, 
that is, it has non of the long-lasting 
qualities of some of the earlier types 
of insect destroyers. 

The larger truck, which until this 
week had mounted on it the ‘fog-gun’ 
used in anti-mosquito spraying is now 
back at work, daily, spraying trees 
The present schedule is against the 
Oak Skeletonizers, which are at the 
present time dropping from oak trees. 
Oak Skeletonizers at the present state 
of development are little worms, a- 
bout half an inch long, and green in 
color. If a homeowner notices them 
dropping from his oak trees he should 
take steps to destroy the grass or 
leaves into which they drop. 

Another crop of oak skeletonizers 
are due in the fall - that is there are 
two generations each year. 


Bike Riders 
‘The biggest danger connected with 
spraying, by the town, is that children 
feel the slow moving trucks are won- 
derful for ‘hitching rides’, if they are 


on bicycle. 

‘The truck operator is frequently un- 
aware that this is going on, and the 
children can suffer injury as a result 

One child suffered a broken leg, in 
June, when the truck which he was 
riding behind pulled over to the side 
of the road, for working purposes, and 
he was propelled, bicycle and all, into 
a heavy clump of grass. The operator 
of the truck knew nothing of his pre- 
sence until after the accident.

TAMBONE 
PLAN 
SIGNED 


At took two and a quarter hours of 
discussion, Tuesday night, .in the 
Planning Board meeting: before the 
Planning Board agreed to sign a plan 
for Anthony Tambone. Reading real- 
estate developer. and one of two men 
who developed the Wilmington Indus- 
trial Park. off Concord Street. 

The story is a complicated one. 

Tambone had submitted three plans 
during the past weeks, all dealing with 
a parcel of land on Fordham Road, 
easterly of the KEV lot. 

One for four and a half acres, 
which Tambone is about to sell to a 
nationally known firm. It fronts on 
Fordham Road. but between that lot 
and the KEV place of business was 
left a strip of land one hundred and 
thirty feet wide. connecting to a 
back area of approximately 12 acres. 

Another plan which had been sub- 
mitted was for a road. to be called 
Cornell Place. which was to utilize 
the hundred-thirty foot strip and lead 
to the back area. 

Tambone, during his discussion with 
the Planning Board had told them that 
he hoped in the future to divide the 
back lot into two or three parcels. 
for future industries. 

The Planning Board had taken a dim 
view of the plans submitted, feeling 
that Mr. Tambone was laying out 
roads in such a manner as to give 
them no choice but to accept 

To overcome the sharp angle of the 
turn. Tambone had shad his engineer 
design a couple of curves, to slow 
down traffic. The proposed Cornell ~ 
Place was over 600 feet in length. 
another objectionable feature to the 
Planning Board 

The discussions, Tuesday night 
went on and on, Attorney Joseph 
Courtney, who was with Tambone, 
told the board at one time that the 
600 foot distance was something that 
dated back to the earlier days of 
housing developments, before indus- 
trial developments was subject to 
control.Industrial developments, he 
told the Planning Board. require dif- 
ferent standards. 

Several times. in several different 
wavs. Tambone was told that the 
Planning Board objected to the layout 
of Cornell Place. and as the discus- , 
sions continued it became plain that 
one salient feature to which the Plan- 
ning Board members objected was 
the angle between Fordham Road and 
Cornell Place. It was too sharp. 
they said. 

The Planning Board had had con- 
sultations with the Town Counsel, who 
advised them that Tambone’s plan 
for the national firm. (Lot 41) com- 
plied with both the Zoning By Law 
and the Sub-Division Control Law 

It was entitled to be signed. as such. 
according to Town Counsel. He had 
suggested a lengthy statement to be 
ixed to the plan. which in effect 
said that the Planning Board was not 
committed to the approval of Cornell 
Place 

Tambone who was obviously anxious 
to avoid any more delay. which could 
result in the loss of the national 
firm, offered a number of compro- 
mise solutions to the Planning Board 

‘The net result amounted to (1) ap: 
proval of Lot 41 (2) withdrawel of 
the back area as a separate plan. 
and (3) assurance by Tambone that 
he would attempt to negotiate a minor 
adjustment with the abutting manu 
facturing firm to modify the inter- 
section of Cornell Place and Ford- 
ham Road. 

The Planning Board noted that they 
must take final action on Cornell 
Place by August 4. They thanked 
Mr. Tambone for his cooperative at 
titude. and finally, after the long dis- 
cussion, they signed the plan for Lot 
41, adding to the plan the additional 


language suggested by the Town 
Counsel

Dear Sir 
This morning I took my child down 
to the Head Start program only to find 
out that I have to be on welfare or on 
mother's aid to be eligible, a fact that 
was not clearly stated in the Town 
Crier. It stated in the paper, and I 
quote, ‘it is a Pre-Schooler program, 
aimed primarily at orienting children 
who are entering school for the first 
time in September, i.e. First Graders’ 
Naturally | assumed my child was 
eligible as he is entering first grade 
in the fall 
Wilmington is a town that does not 
provide free kindergarten for pre- 
schoolers. I may not be on welfare, 
but I still could not afford to pay al- 
most $400 to send my child to kinder- 
garten and I am sure there are plenty 
of parents in my position 
So here we are, paying taxes and 
helping people on welfare and mothers 
aid send their children to a pre-school 
program while because of the fact that 
we cannot afford $400 to send our own 
children to kindergarten, they are left 
with no pre-school training at all 
I work part time and my husband 
works ten hours a day to make a good 
living for us. I feel I have a right to 
be a little bitter about the discrimi- 
nation that is being brought against 
my child because he is not poor enough 
to to to school. 


I think the Head Start program is a 
wonderful thing for underpriviliged 
children, but I also think it is about 
time that Wilmington offered a simi- 
lar program for children like mine. 

My son cried all the way home from
